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Special Pursuit Brigades 

1* The Special Pursuit Brigades were established one month after the abolition 
of the Baopl© ®s Security Division.! Their mission is the pursuit of aimed 
anti-Ccsraaunist guerrilla bands operating within Albanian territory. 

2. Since they are a branch of the Security Corps, the Special Pursuit Brigades 
arc subordinate to the Ministry of the Interior. There are two Special 
Pursuit Brigades, tee is based at Burral and the other at Tepelena. They 
are composed of paid civilians who have already served their term in the 
Amy, The officers are the officers of the former People »s Security Divis- 
ion and of it® regiments j the non-commissioned officers have served their 
time in the Army. The weapons of these brigades are light and consist of 
German rifles, sub-machine guns and automatic rifles. Enlisted men receive 
up to 3500 lek per month. The officers receive 4000 lek and up. 

Dumps 

3. There is an ammunition dump at M. 425-008 within a Mohammedan shrine 
(Takes). This store belongs to 5 Division of Gjinokaster and is guarded 
by_it. The guard of 12 soldiers is changed daily. On the height above the 
building there are two anti-aircraft machine guns of Soviet make, for the 
protection of the ammunition store. These guns are manned by 14 s oldi ers. 

4. There is an ammunition dump at Viros (M. 438-047) in a one-story building. 
It belongs to 7 infantry Regiment. At 80 to 100 meters east of this there 
are two other dumps in one-story buildings. One of these balnnga to 31 In- 
fantry Regiment, and the other to the Supply Command of the Gjinokaster 

5 Division. The dumps are surrounded by barbed wire fences and « qn»h one 
is guarded by a group of 7 to 10 men. 

5. There is an ammunition dump at Rusanin (p„ 387-882) near Delvinej it is 
located in two houses, one of one story and the other of two stories. The 
location is marked by a group of plane trees. This dump ha longg to 18 in- 
fantry Regiment of Calvin® and is guarded by a squad be longing to the Re- 
connaissance Platoon of the regiment and equipped with sub-machine guns.
